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THE PREPARATION OF COPY FOR PRINTING 


INSTRUCTIONS TO CONTRIBUTORS 


Contributors are asked to read the following pages carefully.. Typescripts 
which deviate in important respects from the practice here recommended must 
be returned to their authors for retyping. Note that these instructions affect 
only the mechanical features of the copy, without attempting to prescribe 
rules of composition or to interfere in any way with each author’s individual 
style. 


IN GENERAL, THE AUTHOR SHOULD ARRANGE HIS ARTICLE, REVIEW, OR LONGER 
WORK ACCORDING TO THE MODELS FURNISHED BY RECENT ISSUES OF LANGUAGE 
AND OTHER PUBLICATIONS OF THE LinGuistic Society. This will relieve the 
Editor of much labor in preparing the typescript for the printer, will reduce 
the charges to be paid by the Society or by the author for proof corrections, 
and will insure the desirable minimum of uniformity in our publications. 


Tue Eprror 


1. The Typescript. (a) All copy must be typewritten, on one side of the 
sheet only, double-spaced throughout. This provision applies to the entire 
typescript, including footnotes and extended quotations. 

(b) Leave a wide margin on all four sides of the sheet, at least 14 inches at 


the left. This makes it possible to insert corrections and instructions to the 
printer without impairing legibility. 

(c) Use paper of standard size (84 x 11 inches) and of good quality. Thin 
or flimsy paper tears easily in handling, and makes corrections difficult. If a 
sheet or part of a sheet becomes hard to read because of corrections or addi- 
tions, it should be retyped. In making revisions, do not paste together parts 
of sheets in such a way as to make new sheets of abnormal size; instead, make 
two (or more) sheets of normal size, even if neither one is completely filled. 

(d) The typed letters should be clearly legible. If the typewriter ribbon is 
old and dry, lightly struck letters may fail to register; if it is improperly ad- 
justed, the tops and bottoms of such letters as f 1 k, p g j may be cut off; if it 
is too heavy and moist, or if the keys are clogged with ink, the difference be- 
tween e and 0, a and s, m and n, etc., may be obliterated. 

(e) Number the pages in the upper right corner. 

(f) Make two copies of the typescript. The original copy is sent to the 
printer, the carbon copy is retained by the author. Be sure to enter in the 
carbon copy all corrections, additions, and special characters that appear in 
the original. : 


2. Title and signature. (a) The title of an article or longer work, as well 
as the title of a chapter within such a work, should be as short as possible.

In any case, it should be so worded that the first part, amounting to not more 
than 35 letters, adequately describes the contents and can be, used alone as a 
running head to the pages. 

(b) Every articte should begin with the following preliminary matter, 
preferably typed on a separate sheet: the title; the author’s name; the name 
of the institution with which the author is currently connected, or of the locality 
in which he lives; a paragraph of 50-100 words, enclosed in square brackets, 
summarizing the argument of the article or else briefly stating the problem 
investigated or the results arrived at. 

(c) Every REviEw should begin with a full citation of the work reviewed, 
typed as a separate paragraph with the first line indented, and containing the 
following items in this order: the title of the work, with the subtitle after a 
colon the name ofthe author or editor, surname last; the number of the edi- 
tion, if it is not the first; in parentheses, the name of the series or larger project 
of which this work is a part, with the serial or volume number; the pagination, 
Roman and Arabic, with indication of separately numbered plates and maps; 
the place, publisher, and year of publication. For the punctuation of these 
items, compare the reviews published in recent issues of LANGUAGE. 

(d) The author’s name and the name of his institution or locality should be 
typed in two lines at the end of the review. 


3. Footnotes. (a) Footnotes must be numbered serially through the article 
or review or through one chapter of a longer work. 

(b) The footnote reference number must appear in the text as a raised 
numeral immediately following the word or passage* to which it refers, not as 
a numeral in parentheses or with a single parenthesis after it. It is helpful 
to repeat this numeral in the left margin opposite the line where it occurs. 
When a reference number appears after a word which is followed by a mark of 
punctuation,’ the number must follow this mark. (But a reference number 
may precede a closing parenthesis.*) 

(c) All footnotes must be typed double-spaced on a sheet or series of sheets 
following the main text. They must never appear on the same sheet with the 
text. 

(d) Each footnote should be typed as a separate paragraph with the first 
line indented, and should begin with its reference number, raised somewhat 
above the line of type (but not followed by a parenthesis or by a dot). 


4. Cited forms. (a) Every form (letter, word, phrase, sentence) cited as 
linguistic material—as an example or as a subject of discussion—must be in 
italics ;* except that.Greek forms, and forms in other languages written with 
the Greek alphabet, are to be cited in the original characters, and that special 


* Capitalize only the first word of the title, and such other words as are required by the 
normal rules of orthography to begin with a capital letter. If the first word is the definite 
or indefinite article, the second word may begin with a capital (especially in an alpha- 
betized list) or with a small letter. 

* As in the example here given. 

* Indicated in the typescript by a single underline; see §5e. 
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conventions applying to particular languages’ may be followed at the author’s 
discretion. 

(b) Forms in a language not written with either the Latin or the Greek 
alphabet (Russian, Hittite, Arabic, Chinese, etc.) should be transliterated, 
unless there is a cogent reason for citing them in the original characters. If 
the author wishes to use an alphabet other than the Latin or the Greek, he 
should write to the Editor for special instructions. 

(c) In citing Latin forms (but not in reproducing: quotations from classical 
authors and not in using Latin words as part of the sentence or as a gloss), 
place a macron over every letter denoting a long vowel. 

(d) Cited forms in a language other than Modern English should be followed 
at their first occurrence by a gloss in single quotation marks. No comma 
separates the gloss from the cited form: Lat. ovis ‘sheep’ is a noun. No comma 
follows the gloss unless it is required by the sentence as a whole: Lat. ovis 
‘sheep’, equus ‘horse’, and canis ‘dog’ are nouns. Note that in such cases the 
punctuation follows the quotation mark. 


5. Type faces. (a) Ordinary roman type is to be used not only for the body 
of the text but also for the titles of books, journals, and articles; for foreign 
words and phrases used as part of the sentence (i.e. not cited as linguistic 
material); for abbreviations like e.g., i.e., op.cit., ibid. 

(b) Italics are to be used only for the citation of linguistic forms (§4a): 
the suffix -y, the word man, the construction mich friert. Do not use italics 
for any other purpose. 

(c) Small capitals are to be used for centered subheads within an article or 
chapter; for the abbreviations B.c. and a.p.; and also, where necessary, to 
give emphasis or prominence to a word or sentence in the text. 

(d) Boldface type may be used for section numbers and headings placed 
at the beginning of a paragraph (not centered in the page). 

(e) Type faces other than roman lower case are indicated in the typescript 
by underlines, as follows: 

italics, by a single underline 

SMALL CAPITALS, by two underlines 

LARGE CAPITALS, by three underlines under small letters 

ITALIC LARGE CAPITALS, by four underlines under small letters or 
by a single underline under capitals 

boldface type, by a wavy underline 

(f) Underlines made on the typewriter are likely to cut through the bottoms 
of gj p q y, and interfere seriously with the addition of diacritics below the 
letters. It is often advisable to underline by hand after the sheet has been 
typed. Use a fine hard pencil or a fine pen, and be careful to pass below the 
bottom strokes of all letters and below all inferior diacritics. 


5 For example, the use of boldface type for Oscan and Umbrian, of capitals for inscrip- 
tional text and for Sumerian, of italic capitals for Akkadian. (The provisions of this 
paragraph, of course, do not apply to forms cited in phonetic transcription between square 
brackets.) , 
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6. Special characters. (a) Diacritics, Greek letters, phonetic symbols, and 
other special characters should be carefully inserted in the typescript with 
pen and ink. Remember that to the compositor these symbols are merely 
shapes without meaning; unless they are clearly drawn, he will not recognize 
them. A somewhat enlarged drawing or a brief verbal description of any 
special character, placed in the margin opposite the line where it occurs, will 
help the compositor to avoid errors. 

(b) Unless the typewriter is equipped with special keys, it is usually better 
to draw in all such symbols with pen and ink than to improvise approximations 
by modifying or combining ordinary typed letters. Such a makeshift may be 
unmistakably clear to the specialist, yet sufficiently different from the intended 
symbol to baffle the printer. Do not make Greek ¢ by typing an o with a 
diagonal / superimposed on it, ) by combining typed p and b, or 3 by adding a 
handwritten finish to a typed d. 

(c) Diacritics over and under letters should be drawn in the exact position 
they are to occupy, not inserted between letters. Observe carefully the shape 
and relative size of all diacritics. 

(d) When Greek words or other forms in special characters are to be added 
by hand to a typed sheet, it is better to overestimate the space required for the 
insertion than to leave too little and crowd the symbols. If you have not left 
room enough to accommodate the insertion, write it in the margin opposite 
the line where it belongs, with a caret in the line to show its position. 

(e) In writing Greek, print each letter separately and carefully; avoid cursive 
forms. Distinguish the breathings (curved) from the accents (straight), and 
distinguish clearly between the acute and the grave. When a single Greek 
letter appears in a context of ordinary letters, it is helpful to identify it as 
Greek in the margin. When 4 is placed in the margin as a correction, write 
beside it ‘Greek delta’; otherwise the compositor will read it as a deletion sign. 

(f) The following Greek letters have often caused trouble in printing: 

+ and \ (do not reverse them; use two strokes for each) 

x and x (use three strokes for x; extend both strokes of x below the line) 
¢ and @ (avoid the forms ¢ and 3; make @ distinctly taller than o) 

n, », p (the descending stroke should be long, vertical, and straight) 

¢ and &, 7 and -, v and v, o and g, r and i or ¢ (easily confused) 

(g) A list of all special characters occurring in an article or longer work, 
written on a separate sheet and prefixed to the typescript, will help the Editor 
and the printer to insure a faithful reproduction of the author’s copy. List 
separately the special characters appearing in roman, italic, and boldface type; 
in capitals, small capitals, and lower-case letters; in the large type used for 
text material and the small type used for footnotes. 


7. References. (a) Names of books, journals, and articles, cited either in 
the text or in footnotes, must be in ordinary roman type, not in italics and not 
in quotation marks. Except for the titles of standard reference works and 
journals with recognized abbreviations (§9), they should be written out in full 
at their first occurrence but abbreviated in all subsequent citations. Similarly, 
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a modern author should be cited by his full name in the first reference but by 
his surname alone (never abbreviated) in later references. 

(b) Avoid Roman numerals in citations; use Arabic numerals exclusively. 
To denote the numeral one use a small 1, not a capital I. If the numeral 1 
occurs in a context where it might be mistaken for | (as in transliteration of 
cuneiform), identify it as the numeral in the margin. 

(c) Do not write p. or pp. for page or pages, unless a misunderstanding is 
likely to result from the omission. Never use v. for volume or verse, or l. 
for line; they may be mistaken for Roman numerals. 

(d) Use a dot between numerals which together constitute one reference, 
a comma or a semicolon between numerals which constitute different references: 
Lang. 15.19, 146; 16.83 (vol. 15, pages 19 and 146; vol. 16, page 83). Note 
that in such citations the dot is not followed by a space. 

(e) Unless otherwise specified, a single numeral in a citation refers to the page; 
two numerals separated by a dot refer to volume and page; three numerals 
separated by dots refer to volume, number or part, and page, or (of classical 
authors) to book, chapter, and section. If a single numeral refers to the volume 
instead of the page, write vol. (not v.) before it; if it refers to a numbered sec- 
tion or paragraph, set § before it. 

(f) Avoid needless repetition of numerals. Write 172-5, 246-51, 1924-6 
rather than 172-175, 246-251, 1924-1926 or 1924-26. 

(g) Leave a space before f. and ff. (for one or more following pages): 43 f., 
43 ff. But it is usually better to cite first and last pages (43-4, 43-52) and 
avoid the use of f. and ff. 

(h) Do not use op.cit., id., or ibid. unless the previous citation immediately 
precedes this reference. 

(i) Use a raised numeral after the title of a work to indicate the second or a 
later edition (cf. §8b). 


8. Bibliography. (a) Except for the full citation of a work at the head of a 
review (§2c), a listing which refers to an entire book should contain the follow- 
ing items in this order: the author’s name, with the surname last except in an 
alphabetized list; the title of the work, not italicized ;* the number of the edition, 
if it is not the first; the place and year of publication: Alfred Ernout and 
Antoine Meillet, Dictionnaire étymologique de la langue latine, 2d ed.; Paris, 
1939. 

(b) A listing which refers to a particular passage in a book should contain 
the following items in this order: the author’s name; the title of the work,‘ 
with the second or later edition indicated by a following raised numeral; a 
reference to the page(s) or to the volume and page(s), according to §7 above; 
in parentheses, the place and year of publication: Ferdinand Sommer, Hand- 
buch der lateinischen Laut- und Formenlehre? 239-43 (Heidelberg, 1914). 

(c) A listing which refers to an article or to part of an article in a journal 
should contain the following items in this order: the author’s name; the title 
of the article; the name of the journal with a reference to volume and page(s); 


*Cf. fn. 2. 
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in parentheses, the year of publication: Edward Sapir, The Status of Lin- 
guistics as a Science, Lang. 5.207—14 (1929). But a shorter form of reference 
may also be used, omitting the title of the article: E. Sapir, Lang. 5.207-14 
(1929). 
(d) For informal references, note the following models: 
Verg. Aen. 2.37 [no comma after Verg. because of the dot]. 
Brugmann, Gdr.? 2.3.362—4 [comma after author’s name]. 


9. Abbreviations. (a) Titles of well-known reference works and journals, 
and names of languages prefixed to cited linguistic forms, should be abbreviated 
according to established conventions (cf. §7a). 

(b) If such an abbreviation ends in a capital letter, it should not be inter- 
rupted by dots or spaces and should not be followed by a dot: TAPA, BSL, 
REW, ZfDA or ZfidA, RhM, BoTU, etc.; IE (not I-E), PIH, OHG, ME, 
MnkE, VL, G, W, etc. 

(c) If the abbreviation ends in a small letter, it should be followed by a dot: 
Lang., Am. Sp., Mod. Phil., Et. Wb., Gdr., BoSt., ete.; Eng., Lat., Gk., Skt., 
PGmce., OIr., ete. 

(d) For second, third, fourth write 2d, 3d, 4th (not 2., 3., 4.); for seventeenth 
century write 17th century. 

(e) Abbreviate grammatical terms attached to linguistic forms: Lat. portare 
inf. : 1st sg. pres. ind. portd, 2d pl. portatis, 3d sg. impf. portabat, etc. But do 
not abbreviate such terms in other uses: the Latin imperfect in -b4-, etc. 

(f) Conventional abbreviations like op.cit., e.g., ie. are to be set without a 
space between the two parts. 


10. Punctuation. (a) In typing, leave one blank space after every mark of 
punctuation within the sentence (comma, semicolon, colon, dot after an ab- 
breviation), two blank spaces after every mark of punctuation closing the 
sentence. Leave a blank space before the first and after the second of a pair of 
parentheses, brackets, or quotation marks.’ 

(b) Set a comma before the conjunction (and, or) which separates the last 
two in a series of three or more coordinate items: A, B, and C; X, Y, or Z. 

(c) Use no comma after the abbreviations e.g. and i.e. 

(d) Use single quotation marks only, except that a quotation within a quota- 
tion is enclosed in double quotes. In general, use quotes only around a direct 
quotation and around the gloss that follows a cited form in a foreign language 
(§4d). Avoid the use of quotes to mark technical terms and the like, and 
never use them around the title of a book, journal, or article. 

(e) Never use a single parenthesis, as 2), in numerations. Either enclose 
the numeral in parentheses, as (2), or place a dot after it. 

(f) Square brackets are to be used for a parenthesis within a parenthesis, 
to enclose interpolations in a quotation, and to enclose phonetic transcription. 


7 But the dot after an abbreviation may be followed by another mark of punctuation 


(except a second dot); and according to §7d no space follows the dot in a reference like 
AJP 4.65. 
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(g) Do not set at the end of a line a hyphen which is to be printed; the com- 
positor will drop the hyphen and join the two words in one. Instead, put the 
entire compound on the next line. 

(h) A dash is typed as two hyphens, with no blank space before or after. 

(i) Ellipsis (omission in a quotation, illegible passage in a text, etc.) is in- 
dicated by three dots with a blank space before and after. If the ellipsis 
immediately precedes or follows a sentence-final dot, this is added as a fourth dot. 

(j) The colon standing as a linguistic symbol between related forms (as te : to, 
frater : brother) must always be typed with a blank space both before and after 
it. The same applies to the signs of derivation > and <. 


11. Tables. (a) Tables must be so arranged that they will not be too wide 
to fit the printed page. No line, including blank spaces, may exceed 65 spaces 
on the typewriter. 

(b) If two or more tables appear in an article or longer work, they should be 
numbered serially; and reference to any table should be by number. Do not 
refer to ‘the foregoing’ or ‘the following table’; exigencies of composition often 
require tables to be moved from their original position in the typescript. 

(c) If plates or line cuts are to be used, the author should ask for special 
instructions concerning their preparation. 


‘12. Table of contents and index. (a) A monograph or dissertation should 
be divided into chapters, each with a carefully worded heading (§2a). These 
headings should be assembled verbatim as a Table of Contents. 

(b) If the monograph or dissertation is to have an index, this should be 
typed in one column only on each sheet. The typed material may run across 
the sheet; the Editor will decide in how many columns per page it should be 
printed.

The Linguistic Society of America held its Third Special Summer Meeting 
at Ann Arbor, Michigan, on Friday and Saturday, July 26-7, 1940, in con- 
junction with the session of the Linguistic Institute, on the campus of the 
University of Michigan. 

The sessions were held in the Amphitheater on the third floor of the Horace 
H. Rackham School of Graduate Studies, and in the Auditorium of the W. K. 
Kellogg Building. Those attending the meeting were invited to arrive some- 
what in advance of the sessions, or to stay over after their end, in order to 
attend the classes and see the Linguistic Institute in operation, as well as to 
attend the specially arranged program of lectures and conferences on linguistic 
subjects, which had been prepared for the days just preceding and just follow- 
ing the meeting. 

The Local Committee in charge of the arrangements consisted of Mr. Bloch, 
Chairman; Mr. Allen, Mr. Bloomfield, Mr. Fries, Mr. Sturtevant, and the 
Secretary of the Society ex officio.

The First Session was held on the afternoon of Friday, July 26, in the Amphi- 
theater of the Horace H. Rackham School of Graduate Studies. The Vice- 
President of the Society, Miss E. A. Hahn, called the meeting to order at 2.10 
p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 55 persons were present. 

Mr. Louis A. Hopkins, Director of the Summer School of the University 
of Michigan, extended a cordial welcome on behalf of the University, to the 
visiting members of the Society and their guests.

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The Chairman appointed as Committee on Resolutions Mr. Hagen, Chairman, 
with Mr. Kepke and Miss Preuninger. 

Papers 1-5 were presented and discussed. 

After the discussion of the second paper Mr. Fries spoke of the arrangements 
for the annual dinner and kindred matters. Mr. Sturtevant called attention 
to the report of the Committee on the Future of the Linguistic Institute (printed 
in Bulletin No. 13, pages 83-101), and to the work of the Committee on In- 
creasing the Endowment of the Linguistic Institute. The Secretary called 
attention to the Conference on Research in the Culture of Non-English Groups 
in the United States, to be held at Ann Arbor on August 2-3, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Kurath and the sponsorship of the American Council of Learned 
Societies. 

After the presentation and discussion of the succeeding papers adjournment 
was taken at 4.26 p.m. 


The Informal Dinner was held on the evening of Friday, July 26, at 6 o’clock, 
at the Michigan Union. About 60 persons were present. 


The Second Session of the Society was held on the evening of Friday, July 26, 
in the Amphitheater of the Rackham School. Miss Hahn called the meeting 
to order at 8.08 p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 90 persons 
were present. The program was by invitation, and consisted of papers 6-7. 
Adjournment was taken at 10.50 p.m. 


The Third Session was held on the morning of Saturday, July 27, in the 
Auditorium of the Kellogg Building. At the request of the Vice-President, 
Mr. Fries called the meeting to order at 9.15 a.m. and presided throughout the 
session. About 45 persons were present. Papers 8-11 were presented and 
discussed. 

After the papers there was a discussion of the future of the Linguistic In- 
stitute; those who spoke were Mr. F. Edgerton, Mr. Sturtevant, Mr. Kent, 
Mr. Barnhart, Miss Hahn, Mr. Bloch, Mr. Fries, Mr. Rogers, Mr. Kurath. 
All agreed that it was of the utmost importance to linguistic studies that the 
Institute be continued. A considerable number of gifts to the endowment 
fund of the Institute were received, and a large number of pledges. 

Adjournment was taken at 11.55 a.m. 


About 50 members and guests of the Society joined in a Subscription Lun- 
cheon at the Michigan Union, at 12.15 p.m. 


The Fourth Session of the Society was held on the afternoon of Saturday, 
July 27, in the Auditorium of the Rackham School. Miss Hahn called the 
meeting to order at 2.10 p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 60 
persons were present. Papers 12-14 were presented and discussed. 

After paper no. 14 Mr. F. Edgerton announced that 29 gifts and pledges for 
the endowment fund of the Institute, amounting to $454, had been received 
as a result of the discussion at the previous session. 
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A recess was then taken at 3.45 p.m., during which the members of the So- 
ciety and their guests were entertained at tea by the University of Michigan 
in the Assembly Room of the Rackham School. 

At 4.20 the session was resumed, and papers 15-17 were presented and dis- 
cussed. Adjournment was taken at 5.55 P.M. 


The Fifth Session of the Society was held on the evening of Saturday, July 27, 
in the Auditorium of the Rackham School. Miss Hahn called the meeting to 
order at 8.10 p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 55 persons were 
present. As first item of business Mr. Hagen, Chairman of the Committee on 


Resolutions, presented the following report, which was on motion unanimously 
adopted: 


The Linguistic Society of America wishes to express its grateful appreciation of the 
generous hospitality of the University of Michigan to the Society and to the Linguistic 
Institute. We wish especially to extend our thanks to the Director of the Summer Session, 
Dr. Louis A. Hopkins, for his cordial words of welcome; to the Horace J. Rackham School 
of Graduate Studies, for its excellent facilities; to Professor Fries and the Local Com- 
mittee, for perfect arrangements; and to the young men who so kindly and efficiently served 
us as ushers. 


Papers 18-21 were now presented and discussed. Adjournment was taken 
at 10.40 p.m.

The First Session of the Linguistic Society was held on the morning of Mon- 
day, December 30, in the Castle Room of The Providence Biltmore. President 
Kroeber called the meeting to order at 9.39 A.M., and presided throughout the 
session. About 77 persons were present at this session; papers 1-4 were pre- 
sented and discussed, after which the business of the Society was taken up. 

The reading of the minutes of the preceding meetings was called for. The 
Secretary stated that the minutes of the Ann Arbor meeting of July 29-30, 1939, 
and those of the Sixteenth Annual Meeting held on December 27-28, 1939, had

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already been printed in Bulletin No. 13 of the Society, pages 3-33, and that the 
following corrections had been requested: page 7, paper 17, change Newark, N. J., 
to Yale Uniwersity, and Phonetics to Phonemics; page 30, paper 16, change 
Italian to Romance. On motion it was voted that the reading of the minutes of 
these two meetings be dispensed with, and that they be adopted with the correc- 
tions specified. On a second motion it was voted that the reading of the minutes 
of the Third Summer Meeting, held at Ann Arbor July 26-27, 1940, be dispensed 
with, as they were shortly to be printed in Bulletin No. 14. 

The Secretary, Mr. Kent, presented the following report, which was ordered 
to be received and filed: 


For the year 1940 the membership statistics are as follows: For the year 1939 there were 
524 members (apart from Honorary Members), of whom 10 died during the year (J. P. W. 
Crawford, H. A. Hamilton, H. Meier, F. C. Morgan, E. W. Nichols, W. Petersen, E. Sapir, 
N. Schmidt, E. H. Tuttle, F. H. Wilkens); 18 presented their resignations, effective at the 
end of 1939 (B. M. Allen, B. P. Bourland, R. B. Burke, R. J. Deferrari, P. de la Rochelle, 
Miss B. P. McCarthy, C. W. Mendell, A. A. Micocci, M. W. Morton, Mrs. C. Plumer, 
M. H. Roberts, Miss M. A. Saleski, J. K. Shryock, W. G. Sirrine, Sister M. G. L. Zils, E. J. 
Williamson, Miss R. Wilson, Miss K. L. Wood); 11 were dropped for non-payment of dues 
during 1938 and 1939. The net membership with which the Society started 1940 was there- 
fore 485; the new members for 1940 are 67. The total membership for 1940, in addition to 
the Honorary Members, is 552, a gain of 28 over 1939. Of these, 14 are unpaid for 1939-40 
and subject to being dropped from the rolls on Jan. 1, 1941, and 45 others were, on Dec. 19, 
1940 (when the financial books were closed), unpaid for 1940. We regretfully record the 
death of 2 Active Members in 1940: Daniel B. Shumway on January 11, and Cyrus Adler on 
April 7. 

The Honorary Members were 24 in number in 1939, of whom one, Rudolf Thurneysen, 
died during 1940. 

The Library Subscriptions in the United States have increased from 104 to 110; but those 
from abroad decreased from 86 to 65, by the loss of 28 and the addition of 7. 

The exchanges and copies for review have been reduced from 13 domestic and 80 foreign, 
to 11 domestic and 55 foreign, by the elimination of those which have ceased publication and 
of those from which no copies have been listed in Lanauace for 1939 and 1940, among 
Publications Received. 

The foreign scholars on the complimentary list, apart from those receiving our regular 
publications by exchange for journals which they edit, now number 107. 

We have for many years regularly made use of the International Exchanges of the 
Smithsonian Institution, which transmits free of postal charges free copies of journals to 
addresses in foreign countries. At the present time more than half of our review copies 
and over five-sixths of the complimentary copies to foreign scholars are held in storage in 
our Office, awaiting the resumption of the service to those countries with which this ex- 
change has been interrupted by war conditions; the addressees have been notified by 
ordinary mail. : 

The Group for Phonemics and the Group for American Indian Linguistics each count 
44 members for 1940. 

This is my final report as Secretary. In carrying on the duties of this office and of the 
Treasurership I have received the unstinted support of the members of the Society, to whom 
I here express my grateful appreciation, and from whom at the same time I bespeak their 
sympathetic assistance for my successor. He will face many problems that to him will 
be new and difficult; I ask you to join me in giving to him our entire support, in the con- 
fident hope that in his hands the Society will advance to greater usefulness and finer 
achievements than have as yet been its lot.

The President announced that he had previously appointed Mr. W. N. Brown 
and Mr. Speiser to serve as Auditors of the Treasurer’s report; he then read 
their official report that they had examined the accounts and the report of the 
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Treasurer for the period Dec. 20, 1939, to Dec. 19, 1940, and found them correct.

Mr. Kroeber, as President for 1940, appointed Mr. Bloomfield for a further term of three 
years on the Standing Committee on Research; appointed Mr. Fries, Mr. Fry, Mr. Herzog, 
Mr. Sehrt as Delegates to the Eighth American Scientific Congress; appointed Miss Hahn 
as Delegate to the Dedication Week of Hunter College; appointed as Local Committee for 
the Summer Meeting in Ann Arbor Mr. Bloch, Chairman, with Mr. H. B. Allen, Mr. Bloom- 
field, Mr. Fries, Mr. E. H. Sturtevant, and the Secretary of the Society; appointed as Local 
Committee for the Seventeenth Annual Meeting at Providence Mr. Kurath as Chairman, 
with Mr. Bloch, Mr. R. A. Hall Jr., Mr. Lynch, and the Secretary of the Society. 

The Executive Committee received official notice from the Society’s legal counsel that 
Mr. Preveden’s suif against the Society and its members had been dismissed, and approved 
the payment of counsel’s fee. 

The Executive Committee elected Mr. Herzog to serve as representative of the Society 
on the Council of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. 

The Executive Committee voted to approve the recommendation of the Committee on 
the Place of the Linguistic Institute 1941 and 1942, that the Society accept the invitation of 
the University of North Carolina to conduct the Linguistic Institute of 1941 as part of that 
University’s Summer Session, on terms which had been agreed upon between the University 
and the Society’s Committee. It then discharged with thanks the former Administrative 
Committee of the Linguistic Institute (Messrs. Fries, Kent, E. H. Sturtevant, Willey, 
Worrell), and appointed a new Administrative Committee, consisting of Mr. Holmes, 
Chairman, with Messrs. Fries, Lane, E. H. Sturtevant, to act jointly with a Committee 
appointed by the University of North Carolina. It voted further, (1) that the University 
shall have power to add to this Committee, for action as a joint Committee of the Society 
and the University, one or more persons, members or non-members of the Society, so that 
a majority of the complete Joint Committee shall always be members of the Faculty of the 
University; the Society retaining the right to add to its representation on the Committee, 
provided its representation by members not on the Faculty of the University never equals 
the representation of the University by its own Faculty members; and (2), that this agree- 
ment is subject to the understanding that the Linguistic Society of America shall not be 
called upon for financial support except such as can be provided from the current funds of 
the Linguistic Institute. 

The Executive Committee, under authority of the Constitution III.2 (see Bulletin 13, 
23-6 and 80-81) and of the vote of the Society on December 27, 1939 (see Bulletin 13, page 
17), voted in April to empower the Secretary of the Society in conjunction with two or 
more residents of the District of Columbia, a majority of the total number to be members 
of the Linguistic Society of America, to proceed in their’ names to secure a charter of 
incorporation in the District of Columbia under the name Linguistic Society of America, 
for a perpetual term, the objects and the governing board of which shall be identical with 
those of the present unincorporated Linguistic Society of America. 

The Secretary did accordingly journey to Washington and with Edward H. Sehrt, a 
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Member of the Society, and Mortimer Graves, a Non-Member of the Society on the staff 
of the American Council of Learned Societies, secured on May 6 a charter of incorporation, 
of which a transcript is here given: 


Certificate of Incorporation No. 26322 


We, the undersigned, all citizens of the United States, and a majority citioens and resi- 
dents of the District of Columbia, desiring to associate ourselves as a corporation pursuant 
to the provisions of Title 5 of Chapter 5 of the Code of the District of Columbia, do hereby 
certify as follows: 

First. The name or title by which this corporation shall be known in Law shall be 
Linguistic Society of America. 

Second. The term for which it is organized shall be perpetual. 

Address. 907 15th St. N.W. 

Third. The particular business and objects of said corporation shall be the advance- 
ment of the scientific study of language. The corporation is formed for scientific and edu- 
cational purposes, and no part of its net income shall inure to the benefit of any member as 
such. In the event of dissolution of this corporation, the property and funds shall be used 
only for the purposes for which the corporation is organized. No substantial part of the 
activities of the corporation shall be the carrying on of 1 anaes or otherwise attempting 
to influence legislation. 

Fourth. The number of its trustees, directors, or managers for the first year of its 
existence shall be seven. 

In Testimony Whereof, we have this sixth day of May, 1940, hereunto set our hands and 
seal.

said Certificate of Incorporation, and acknowledged the same to be their act and deed.

The legal address of the incorporated Linguistic Society of America, in Washington, 
D. C., is that of the American Council of Learned Societies. 

On the same day, after the formalities of incorporation were completed, the three in- 
corporators met and elected as the trustees of the corporation during its first year of 
existence A. L. Kroeber, President; E. A. Hahn, Vice-President; Roland G. Kent, Secretary 
and Treasurer; G. M. Bolling, W. F. Twaddell, H. H. Bender, N. E. Eliason; they also 
adopted the present Constitution of the unincorporated Linguistic Society of America 
as given in Bulletin 13, pages 79-82, as the By-Laws of the corporation. 

The Executive Committee of the unincorporated Linguistic Society of America, on re- 
ceiving formal notice of these actions, voted to turn over to the incorporated Linguistic 
Society of America the assets of the unincorporated Society, on condition that the in- 
corporated Society assume also the liabilities of the unincorporated Society. The indi- 
vidual members of the Executive Committee of the unincorporated Society accepted elec- 
tion by the incorporators of the incorporated Linguistic Society of America, to a position 
on its Board of Trustees in the same capacity in which they had formerly been members of 
the Executive Committee of the unincorporated Linguistic Society of America. The 
Executive Committee of the incorporated Linguistic Society of America, thus constituted, 
and serving as trustees of the incorporation during the first year of its existence, accepted 
from the Executive Committee of the unincorporated Society all the assets of the unin- 
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corporated Society, and assumed at the same time the responsibility for all the liabilities 
of the said unincorporated Society. 


The Executive Committee met on Sunday evening, December 29, 1940, at The Providence 
Biltmore, Providence, R. I. Present, Vice-President Hahn, presiding, and Mr. Twaddell, 
Mr. Kent, Mr. Eliason with Mr. Hanley as his proxy during the later part of the meeting, 
Mr. Sturtevant as proxy for Mr. Kroeber, Mr. Edgerton as proxy for Mr. Bender, Mr. 
Kurath as proxy for Mr. Bolling; also, by constitutional provision Messrs. Fries, Hanley 
(during the early part of the session), Lane, Sehrt, and by special invitation Mr. Bloch— 
these without voting right. 

Additional nominees for membership were elected. Reports of officers, of standing and 
special committees, and of delegates, were informally presented and their contents con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Hanley, for the Committee on the Present Status of College and University Courses 
Announced under the Name of Phonetics (Mr. Hanley, Chairman; Mr. Stetson, Mr. Ken- 
yon), reported to the Executive Committee, to which by the terms of its appointment it 
was to report, as follows: We have information from nearly 500 institutions, showing that 
there is little agreement in aim, content, or nomenclature, and a great deal of wasteful 
duplication in courses offered in the field of phonetics; the Committee is however not ready 
to make a final report. The Executive Committee continued the Committee. 

The Executive Committee, as the result of its deliberations, asks the Society to approve 
the following recommendations: 

1. That the Treasurer be directed to invite contributions to a fund to pay the annual 
dues of distinguished scholars who are at the time not in a position to pay dues; and that 
the incoming President be directed to appoint a Committee of three who shall select the 
beneficiaries of the fund. 

2. That the Trustees of the Endowment Funds be empowered to invest the principal 
of the Endowment Funds of the Linguistic Institute in common stocks, at their discretion. 

3. That the Treasurer of the Society be empowered to pay to the University of North 
Carolina, for the purpose of bringing special lecturers to the Linguistic Institute, a sum 
not exceeding the amount standing on the books of the Society on June 1, 1941, to the 
credit of the current funds of the Linguistic Institute. 

4. That the Linguistic Society arrange for a special summer meeting at Chapel Hill 
during the 1941 session of the Linguistic Institute. 

5. That under the Constitution I1.6 Carl D. Buck and George T. Flom be relieved from 
further payment of annual dues, without loss of any of the privileges of membership. 

The Executive Committee decided not to make any recommendations for election to 
Honorary Membership. 

Other matters were discussed, but did not appear to call for formal action. 


The report was ordered to be received and filed. On motion the Society 
adopted seriatim the Executive Committee’s recommendations 1, 2, 5. By 
unanimous consent action on Nos. 3 and 4 was postponed until later in the 
session. . 

Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


On behalf of the Committee on Publications I submit the following report. During the 
year 1940 the Society has issued the following publications: 


Lanouace, Vol. 16, 359 pages. 

Language Monograph No. 20: William B. 8. Smith, De la toponymie bretonne; 136 pages. 

Bulletin No. 13: Proceedings and list of members 1939, Constitution of the Society as 
amended at the annual meeting in December 1939, and Report of the Special Com- 
mittee on the Linguistic Institute; 101 pages. 

Index to LanauaGce XI-XV (1935-9), by George 8. Lane; 59 pages. 
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Special Publication: Edgar H. Sturtevant, The Pronunciation of Greek and Latin, 2d ed. 
(in the William Dwight Whitney Linguistic Series of Yale University); 192 pages, 
bound in buckram. 

Special Publication: Roland G. Kent, The Sounds of Latin, 2d ed.; 220 pages, bound in 
buckram. 


Beginning with the first issue for 1941, LancuaceE and its Supplements will appear in a 
new format. The number of 10-point lines per page will be increased from 40 to 45, and the 
length of each line from 4} inches to 43: a total gain of about 25% in the printed matter on 
one page. The over-all trimmed size of the pages remains the same, in order that forth- 
coming publications, whether bound or unbound, may be uniform with the earlier volumes. 
The advantage of the new format, and the reason for its adoption, is its much greater 
economy. If the funds available for publication should continue at about the same level 
as during the past year, the saving effected by the change will make it possible to print a 
larger number of articles and reviews than there has been room for hitherto; and if, as 
unfortunately appears more likely, our funds should fall off as a result of the war, it will at 
least enable us to maintain the size of our journal unreduced. 

Accompanying this change in format there will be a change in the paper on which our 
publications are printed. The new paper will be of the same quality and strength as the 
stock used formerly, and should therefore prove just as durable; but its smooth finish gives 
it the additional and highly desirable quality—whose lack in the old paper many readers 
felt to be a serious disadvantage—of taking ink. 


It appears that some members of the Society regard LANGUAGE as a journal devoted 
chiefly to the ancient languages. If the distribution of articles published during the past 
few years seems to support that view, it is not through any choice of the Committee on 
Publications, but because the scholars at work in the ancient languages have sent in more 
material than others. In order that our journal may more fully represent the varied inter- 
ests of our membership, the Committee would welcome a larger number of contributions in 
the field of the modern languages, especially English. Any apparent one-sidedness in 
LANGUAGE can only be corrected with the active cooperation of all our members. 


At the end of my first year in the Editorship, I should like to express my grateful ap- 
preciation of the help I have received from the other members of this Committee; from the 
Business Manager of Publications, Mr. Kent; and from the many other members of the 
Linguistic Society to whom I have gone for advice. 


Mr. Fries, for the discharged Joint Committee of the Linguistic Society and 
the University of Michigan on the Linguistic Institute (Mr. Fries, Chairman of 
the Committee and Director of the Institute; Mr. Sturtevant, Mr. Willey, Mr. 
Worrell, Mr. Kent), presented the following report, which was ordered to be 
received and filed: 


In spite of unusual difficulties in organizing the Linguistic Institute for 1940 the session 
was one of the most successful of those held at Ann Arbor. Only sixteen courses were 
originally offered, but two were generously added by staff members because of requests 
from eager students. The faculty giving these courses consisted of eleven men, six from 
the University of Michigan and five (L. Bloomfield, B. Bloch, J. M. Cowan, E. H. Sturte- 
vant, and C. F. Voegelin) from other universities. In all there were 288 registrations from 
121 separate students. Twenty-six were guest Ph.D’s and nine received small scholarships 
from the American Council of Learned Societies. 

As in former years the Thursday luncheon conferences and the Wednesday and Friday 
evening lectures furnished the common meeting place for the students in linguistics and a 
unifying influence for the Institute asa whole. In addition, the Saturday morning seminar 
in which advanced linguistic students presented their materials for criticism by the staff 
always furnished the occasion of lively discussion which was carried on through lunch. 
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The July meeting of the Linguistic Society and the August meeting of the Conference on 
the Non-English European Languages Spoken in America, sponsored by the American 
Council of Learned Societies, brought to Ann Arbor and to the Linguistic Institute many 
members of the Linguistic Society who stayed for several weeks and stimulated greatly 
the linguistic activities of the summer. 

Three aspects of the work of the 1940 session deserve brief comment: 

(a) The work with actual informants (a Chippewa and a Cherokee) proved valuable not 
only for the particular courses in which they were used but also for the effect which the 
presence of such work, by giving emphasis to descriptive techniques, had upon the Institute 
as a whole. 

(b) The effort to acquaint linguistic students with the mechanical apparatus and instru- 
mental techniques which can be used for the objective study of linguistic problems, begun 
by Professor Cowan in this session, showed such possibilities as to merit further develop- 
ment. 

(c) The bearing of the newly discovered laryngeals upon Indo-European Comparative 
Grammar was the especial contribution of Professor Sturtevant, in the courses in Hittite 
and the Comparative Grammar of Latin and Greek. 

The 1940 session was the last of the five-year period during which the Linguistic Institute 
was provided for by the University of Michigan. We are glad that it has found support 
at the University of North Carolina and believe that it has so established itself that it will 
not lack adequate support in the future. The administration of the University of Michigan 
Summer Session authorizes me to report that after an interval of two or three years the 
University of Michigan will again be glad to take its turn in providing for other sessions of 
the Linguistic Institute. 


Mr. Sturtevant, for the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute 
1941 and 1942 (Mr. Sturtevant, Chairman; Mr. Bloomfield, Mr. Keniston, Mr. 


Kent, Mr. Twaddell), presented the following report, which was ordered to be 
received and filed, and the committee was continued: 


Your Committee has conducted correspondence with representatives of several Ameri- 
can universities and has secured a highly satisfactory offer from the University of North 
Carolina for the summer of 1941. This offer has been accepted by the Executive Com- | 
mittee of the Society, and the Linguistic Institute will accordingly be held at Chapel Hill 
from June 12 to July 19, 1941. 

A number of universities have expressed interest in a session of the Institute in 1942. 
If the Society sees fit to continue the Committee for another year, it is willing to undertake 
the necessary negotiations. 


Mr. Edgerton, for the Committee on Endowment for the Linguistic Institute 
(Mr. Edgerton, Chairman; Miss Hahn, Mr. Fries), presented the following 


report, which was ordered to be received and filed, and the Committee was . 
continued: 


The Committee’s activities have been mainly of two kinds. First, all members of the 
Society and all former members of the Linguistic Institute were circularized in April 1940, 
and asked to make contributions or pledges to the Endowment Fund, which at the beginning 
of this year contained $2092. It was emphasized that the size of such contributions was 
considered less important than the number, since it was hoped to demonstrate a wide 
interest in the Institute on the part of the Society and of former attendants on the Insti- 
tute. A second circular to those who had not responded was sent out in August. Asa 
result of this campaign, by December 6, 1940, contributions or pledges ranging in amount 
from $1 to $500 each had been received from 164 persons. On this date the total actually 
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received was $1013.95. Outstanding pledges amounted to $945.00, making a total of 
$1958.95. 

Secondly, the cooperation of the American Council of Learned Societies was solicited, in 
the hope of securing an adequate endowment from foundations or other patrons. On 
recommendation of its Advisory Board and Executive Committee, the Council voted at 
its annual meeting in January 1940 ‘to refer to the Executive Committee with power such 
proposals as may be received from the Linguistic Society of America for the continuation 
of its summer linguistic institutes.’ 

Your Committee thereupon prepared an ‘Outline Financial Plan for the Linguistic 
Institute,’ including estimates of income and expenses, and also attempting to estimate 
the amount of linguistic work now currently conducted at various university surmmer 
sessions which might act as hosts to the Institute. The thought was that the cost of such 
courses might be treated as an offset to the expense of running the Institute. It was esti- 
mated that after these deductions were made, it would cost a university with a summer 
session about $5000 to $7500 to run one session of the Institute on a scale corresponding to 
the ‘Suggested Program for the Linguistic Institute’ drawn up by the Committee of which 
Mr. Sturtevant is chairman. 

Our ‘Outline Financial Plan’ and the ‘Suggested Program’ of Mr. Sturtevant’s Commit- 
tee were approved by the Executive Committee of the Society and were then submitted to 
the ACLS. The Executive Committee of that body has now.authorized its Director to 
‘give all possible assistance to the officers of the Linguistic Institute in seeking’ support 
over a period of years. The Committee hopes that efforts in this direction will soon be 
made. The Committee has explored certain other possibilities which might lead to the 
securing of funds for the endowment, and would be glad to continue this search if the 
Society so desires. 


Mr. Holmes, for the new Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Insti- 
tute (Mr. Holmes, Chairman; Mr. Fries, Mr. Lane, Mr. Sturtevant), _— 
the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


On October 16, 1940 the Secretary of the Society notified the following members of their 
appointment as the new Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute for 1941: 
Urban T. Holmes Jr., Edgar H. Sturtevant, Charles C. Fries, and George 8. Lane. Subse- 
quently Dean W. W. Pierson was added to this Committee by the University of North 
Carolina. Mr. Holmes was named Director and Mr. Sturtevant Associate Director of the 
Institute. 

Plans were immediately formulated for the Institute session to be held at Chapel Hill. 
Scholars on the staff of the University of North Carolina who will give courses are U. T. 
Holmes Jr., George 8S. Lane, E. E. Ericson, R. W. Linker, Richard Jente, and Ralph Boggs. 
Visiting scholars whose services have been secured are Franklin Edgerton, R. G. Kent, E. 
A. Speiser, Hans Kurath, Myles Dillon, J. M. Cowan, Morris Swadesh, and either Leonard 
Bloomfield or E. H. Sturtevant. 

At the outset an effort was made to have Professors Kennedy and Reischauer, who are 
engaged by the Far Eastern Seminar, give courses in Chinese and Japanese as part of the 
Chapel Hill session. This now seems impossible; but the American Council of Learned 
Societies has made a sufficient appropriation for us to secure an instructor in Chinese. 
We are hoping that Dr. Yuen Ren Chao of Yale will be able to fill this position if he is still 
in this country. 

The Institute session will be conducted from June 12 to July 19, 1941, with classes meet- 
ing six days a week, except that July 12 is reserved for the summer meeting of the Lin- 
guistic Society. The tuition will be $35 plus a fee of $12 for medical attention, registration, 
athletic privileges, and library fee, making a total of $47 for each student. Holders of 


Ph.D. degree will pay $10 in place of the $35 and will not be required to pay other fees unless 
they desire those services. 
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On separate motions, recommendations Nos. 3 and 4 of the Executive Com- 
mittee were adopted. 

Mr. Edgerton, for the Standing Committee on Research (Mr. Edgerton, 
Chairman; Mr. Bloomfield, Mr. Bolling), presented the following report, which 
was ordered to be received and filed: 


The only project submitted to the Committee during the year 1940 was a Bibliography 
of Italian Linguistics, by Robert A. Hall Jr., now of Brown University (formerly of Prince- 
ton University). The Committee found this to be a wholly admirable and extremely 
valuable work, and recommended it strongly. A grant in aid of publication has been made 
by the appropriate Committee of the American Council of Learned Societies, and the work 
is now in press. 


Mr. Fries, for the Committee on the Application of Linguistic Knowledge to 
Practical Problems of Teachers of English (Mr. Fries, Chairman; Mr. Bloom- 
field, Mr. Kenyon), presented the following report, which was ordered to be 
received and filed, and the Committee was continued: 


As was reported last year two members of this committee have been at work upon books 
which it is hoped will provide the basis of a practical contribution to the language problems 
facing the English teachers. The book on grammar has just been completed and is now 
being read by the other members of the committee with a view to their endorsement as 
suitable for our purpose. It is expected that the book dealing with the teaching of reading 
will receive a similar reading by the committee and then a report on both be submitted to 
the Society. The third member of the committee is now at work upon materials which we 
hope will provide similar help in dealing with English pronunciation. 


Mr. Sturtevant, for the Delegates to the American Council of Learned 


Societies (Mr. Sturtevant, term expiring 1942; Mr. Lane, term expiring 1940), 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


The American Council of Learned Societies met in Philadelphia on Jan. 26-27, 1940. 
The Linguistic Society of America was represented by both of its delegates and by the 
Secretary of the Society. 

We reported to you last year that the Council hoped to secure endowment to take care 
of its regular expenses. Owing to the circumstances of the time it was decided to postpone 
efforts to carry out the plan. 

As to hopes that the Council can secure adequate financial assistance for the Linguistic 
Institute, reference is made to the report of the Committee on Endowment of the Linguistic 
Institute. 

No further volumes of the Linguistic Atlas of the United States and Canada have been 
published during 1940, but the second volume will be published during 1941 with the aid of 
a subvention of $1000 from the Council’s publication fund. Editorial work, drafting, and 
proofreading are proceeding, and a considerable part of the field work in the Middle Atlantic 
States has been completed. 

A Conference on the Dialect See of Non-English Languages in the United States 
and Canada was held by the Council in connection with the Linguistic Institute of 1940. 
As a result a committee of the Council has been formed to bring the scattered projects in 
this field into more harmonious and systematic operation. A report of the Conference will 
be published by the Council in a special Bulletin, and will be ready for distribution in 
February or March. 


The Secretary stated that Mr. Herzog, Delegate to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, had as yet no report to make. 
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Mr. Sehrt, Delegate to the American Documentation Institute, presented the 
following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


As representative of the Society on the Board of the American Documentation Institute, 
I beg to report that the only linguistic work published in microfilm in 1940 is: 

Document 1431.—Linguistic Evidence for the Long Survival of the Gallic Language. 
By J. V. Hubschmied. This is a translation from the German made at the University of 
California at Los Angeles under a WPA project. 75 pp. Price $0.95; also to be had in 
photoprint 6 x 8 inches, for $7.70. 


The Secretary presented for Mr. McQuown, Delegate to the Mexican Council 


for Indigenous Languages, the following report, which was ordered to be received 
and filed: 


The Mexican Council for Indigenous Languages was formed in May, 1939, for the better- 
ment of the indigenous Mexican population which does not speak Spanish readily, by creat- 
ing means of education in the native languages. The scientific study of the native lan- 
guages is fundamental for these purposes, and the activities already under way will be 
considerably enlarged in 1941. 


Mr. Fry, for the Delegates to the Eighth American Scientific Congress (Mr. 
Fry, Mr. Fries, Mr. Herzog, Mr. Sehrt), presented the following report, which 
was ordered to be received and filed: 


Your delegates attended a number of the meetings of the Eighth American Scientific 
Congress, held at Washington, D. C., May 8-16, at which about 600 papers were scheduled 
in 11 different fields. Linguistics was dealt with at certain Anthropological sessions; four 
papers were presented at the session on Linguistics and Folklore, where most of the dis- 
cussion was by our members B. L. Whorf and A. H. Fry, and two papers of interest to 
linguists were read at the session on General Anthropology, one on The Origin of the 
American Indian, by Ales Hrdlitka, and the other on The Decipherment of the Linguistic 
Portion of the Maya Hieroglyphs, by B. L. Whorf. In general, it is to be noted that much 
good will and mutual Pan-American understanding were promoted by this Congress, 


which was organized and conducted under the auspices of the government of the United 
States. ; 


Miss Hahn, as Delegate to the Dedication Week of Hunter College, October 
8-13, presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


Your delegate attended the functions of the Dedication Week of Hunter College of the 
City of New York, Oct. 8-11, in celebration of three events: the seventieth anniversary of 
the founding of the College; the dedication of its new building, a sixteen-story modernistic 
structure on Park Avenue, 68th and 69th Streets, New York; and the inauguration of its 
fifth President, Dr. George N. Shuster. 

All the functions were carefully planned and well attended. Speakers of distinction 
in education, literature, government, and civic life appeared on the various programs. 
Among those in attendance were representatives of 164 institutions of higher learning 
(including five South American universities) and of 25 learned societies and educational 
associations. 


Mr. Edgerton, for the Nominating Committee (Mr. Speiser, Chairman; 
Mr. Fries, Mr. Edgerton), reported the following nominations:

The Secretary reported that all the nominees had stated that they would 
serve if elected; that there had been a further nomination, by petition, of George 
8. Lane, University of North Carolina, for Secretary and Treasurer, and that 
Mr. Lane had stated that he would serve if elected; that there had been a 
further nomination, by petition, of Franz Boas, Columbia University, for 
President, and that he had declined the nomination. Other nominations were 
called for, and in their absence it was voted that the Vice-President be instructed 
to cast one ballot for all nominees except those for Secretary and Treasurer. 
It was then voted that polls for the vote for the position of Secretary and 
Treasurer be opened at once, to be closed when all those present and desiring to 
vote had voted. Mr. Fry and Mr. Trager were appointed to act as tellers of 
the election. After the balloting the President appointed as Committee on 
Resolutions Mr. Goetze, Mr. Baugh, and Mr. Kepke. The remainder of the 
business was postponed until the business part of the Fifth Session, and adjourn- 
ment was taken at 1.20 P.M. 


The Second Session was held on the afternoon of Monday, December 30, in 
the Castle Room of The Providence Biltmore. President Kroeber called the 
meeting to order at 2.27 P.M., but called Vice-President Hahn to the chair for 
a great part of the session. About 100 persons were present. President Henry 
Merritt Wriston of Brown University made an address of welcome to the Society. 
Papers 5-12 were presented and discussed. Adjournment was taken at 5.45 
P.M. 


The Annual Informal Dinner of the Society was held on Monday, December 
30, at 6.15 P.M., in Rooms A and B, of The Providence Biltmore. 76 mem- 
bers, guests, and friends of the Society were present. 


The Third Session was held on the evening of Monday, December 30, in the 
Castle Room of The Providence Biltmore. President Kroeber called the 
meeting to order at 8.14 P.M., and presided throughout the session. About 85 
persons were present. Papers 13-19 were presented and discussed. Adjourn- 
ment was taken at 10.50 P.M. 

The Fourth Session was held on the morning of Monday, December 31, in 
the Castle Room of The Providence Biltmore. Vice-President Hahn called the 
meeting to order at 9.24 A.M., and presided until late in the session, when 
President Kroeber took the chair. About 85 persons were present. Papers 
20-26 were presented and discussed. Adjournment was taken at 12.30 P.M. 
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Brown University entertained the Society at luncheon on Monday, December 
31, at 1.00 P.M., at The Providence Biltmore. 86 members and guests were 
present. 


The Fifth Session was held on the afternoon of Monday, December 31, in 
Faunce House Theater, Brown University. President Kroeber called the 
meeting to order at 2.55 P.M., and presided throughout the session. Papers 
27-37 were presented and discussed. After paper 31, a business session was 
held. 

Mr. Trager, for the Election Tellers, reported that 62 ballots had been cast, 
42 for Mr. Cowan, 18 for Mr. Lane, and 2 blank. The President then declared 
Mr. Cowan elected Secretary and Treasurer of the Society, for 1941. The 
Secretary reported that the Executive Committee had elected Mr. Lane to be 
Delegate of the Society to the American Council of Learned Societies, for the 
term 1941-4. On motion of Mr. Trager, it was voted that the Delegates to the 
American Council of Learned Societies be instructed to inquire what action, if 
any, the American Council of Learned Societies is taking in connection with or 
touching upon the field of linguistics under the plan of Intellectual Cooperation 
with Latin America which is being fostered by the United States government. 
Mr. Goetze, for the Committee on Resolutions, presented the following report, 
which was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, that the Society cordially thank Brown University for its invitation to Provi- 
dence and its generous hospitality to us, and specifically President Wriston for his very kind 
words of welcome, by which he showed his genuine interest in our work; the management 
and the staff of The Providence Biltmore, especially Mr. Hicks, for all the courtesies 
extended by them; the Local Committee, for their efficient preparation for the meeting and 
the smoothly working arrangements which they made; and the registrars and ushers, for 
their efficient attention to so many important details. 


At the conclusion of the last paper, adjournment was taken, at 6.07 P.M.
